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The View from the Bank

Let me tell you about the latest milestone that 
has been accomplished in the world of 
EBARC’s finances. Not only have | completed 
the transfer of money from Bank of the West to 
Mechanics Bank, but with the superb help of 
Sharon, AA6XZ, | have done an exhaustive 
audit of the yearly fund balances. | can report 
that without a doubt, | can tell you where every 
penny went. As it turns out, there were a very 
few items (two or three) that were missed when 
| prepared the monthly report, and there were a 
small number of items where the actual money 
spend was not exactly what was reported. 
However, through the magic of accounting, all 
is now well. 


Remember, | told you a few months ago that | 
needed to move to Mechanics so that | could 
see, in a convenient format, the account usage 
from the comfort of my desk. In addition | 
wanted to invest the large part of our club 
money ina CD or two so as to get a little bit 
more interest than we do now. 


In order to accomplish this, | decided to 
separate the Club’s fund accounts from the 
bank’s accounts. Normally we have had our 
money divided into General and Station 
accounts and the bank balances (checking and 
savings) would reflect that division. | have now 
moved the bulk of the money into savings with 
less than $1,000 kept in the checking account. 
If we run out of checking account money, | can 
spend a few moments on my computer and 
transfer money from savings. | will continue to 
report the General and Station account 
balances. Should anyone wonder about the 
actual bank balances, simply let me know. ’ll 
be happy to share whatever club financial 
information you may wish to see.
